CHECK PATTERN LADY’S JUMPER 


(See back page for treatment of unpicked wool.) 


MATERIALS. 

About 6 ozs. of unpiqked wool (2, 3 or 
4 ply) in assorted colours. 

2 No. 9 and 2 No. 12 knitting needles. 

2 press studs. 

MEASUREMENTS. 

Length 19^ ins. Bust size 34 ins. Sleeve 
seam 4* ins. 

TENSION. 7 sts. to 1 in. measured over 
the moss st. in 3 ply wool in side and 
yoke panels. 

ABBREVIATIONS. K.—knit, P.—purl, 
st.—stitch, moss st.—moss stitch, rep — 
repeat, inc.—increase, dec.—decrease, 
ins.—inches, tog.—together, m.—make 


The original used 5 colours in the check 
pattern : Dark green, pink, grey, pale 
green and pale blue. The dark green was 
also used for the yoke, sleeves and side 
panels, taking 3^ ozs. in all. (This was 


3-ply in the case of the original model.) 
The other 4 colours were in various plys 
(2, 3 and 4), and about j oz. of each was 
used. Any number of colours can be used 
in the check pattern, but for a good effect 
it is advisable to repeat one of these 
colours for the yoke, sleeves and side 
panels, although these need not neces¬ 
sarily be all in the same colour. 

The Main Part of Front. 

This consists of five 18-in. strips worked 
in squares of moss st. and lace pattern, 
each square being in a different colour. 
In the original model the colours were 
arranged thus : 

1st strip : (beginning at the left hand side 
of the front) : Dark green, pink, grey, 
pale green, pale blue, dark green, pink, 
grey. 

2nd strip : Grey, pale green, pale blue, 
dark green, pink, grey, pale green, pale 
blue. 

3rd strip : Pale blue, dark green, pink, 
grey, pale green, pale blue, dark green. 





4th strip : Pink, grey, pale green, pale 
blue, dark green, pink, grey, pale green. 
5th strip: Pale green, pale blue, dark 
green, pink, grey, pale green, pale blue, 
dark green. 

1st Strip. 

Using dark green wool and No. 9 needles, 
cast on 18 sts. and work in lace pattern 
as follows : 

* K. 1, m. J, K. 2 .tog., rep. from * to 

Rep. this row until work measures 2 \ ins. 
Change to pink wool and work in moss 
st. as follows : 

1st row. * K.. 1, P. 1, rep. from * to end. 
2nd row. * P. f, K. 1, rep from * to end. 
Rep. these 2 rows until strip measures 4j 
ins. from the beginning, i.e., until 2 \ ins. 
have been worked in pink. Change to 
grey wool and work 2 \ ins. in lace pattern 
as given above ; change to pale green and 
work 2 \ ins. in moss st. Continue in this 
way, working alternate squares of lace 
and moss st., each 2 \ ins. in depth and 
each in a different colour (the arrange¬ 
ment of colours in the original model is 
given above), until 8 squares have been 
worked. Cast off.

The remaining 4 strips are worked in the 
same way, except that the 2nd and 4th 
strips begin with a square in moss st. 
instead of lace st., and the colour arrange¬ 
ment given above is followed. 

Work a second set of 5 strips for the 
back in the same way. 

Side Panels (2 pieces). 

Using dark green wool and No. 9 needles, 
cast on 15 sts. and work in moss st. thus : 
* K. 1, P. 1, rep. from * to last st., K. 1. 
Rep. this row until work measures 5 ins. 
Begin side inc., working the extra sts. into 
the moss st. 

Next row. Moss st. 7, inc. twice in next 
st. by knitting into the loop of previous 
row between the sts., K. the next st„ 
then K. into loop of previous row, moss 

Work 5 rows in moss st. without inc. 
Next row. Moss st. 8, inc. twice in next 
st. as before, moss st. to end. 

Work 5 rows without inc. in moss st. 
Next row. Moss st. 9, inc. twice in next 
st. as before, moss st. to end. 

Continue in this way, inc. on each side of 
the middle st. on every 6th row until 
there are 33 sts. on needle. Continue 
without shaping until work measures 13^ 
ins. from the beginning. 
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
